The following editorial 
is 
taken from the “Texas Agri­ 
culture.” 
official 
publication 
of the Texas Farm Bureau, and 
sounds a warning not only to 
the farmers of this nation but 
to everyone else who has got­ 
ten what he has today by the 
benefits of the free-enterpris- 
systern. 
Do U. S. farmers know how 
stiff agricultural controls can 
be to protect the government 
in “guaranteeing” them piice 
protection? 
Probably not. because 
few7 
of them have had an opportun­ 
ity to study or see what hap­ 
pens when 
government 
be­ 
comes a full-time partner with 
agriculture. 
There"are many examples cf 
such controls among the free 
nations of 
western 
Europe, 
where agriculture is well “pro­ 
tected.” 
In Denmark the law requires 
that every farm unit operating 
in 1925 be maintained inde­ 
pendently. It cannot bo com­ 
bined with any other farm. A 
house and farmstead must be 
on every farm. 
In many countries of west­ 
ern Europe, even though they 
are called free and democrat- ; 
ic, farm families can be re­ 
moved from the farm if the 
government 
disapproves 
of 
their farming methods. Futher­ 
more, government administra­ 
tors may decide farm families 
have too much home for the 
size of their families and re­ 
quire them to rent part of the 
house or move to a smaller 
dw’elling. 
In the Netherlands, 
United 
Kingdom and 
other western 
European countries, a 
farm 
owner must secure permission 
from a government agency to 
cut down a tree. Government 
administrators 
decide 
how 
much and when crops may be 
planted. In the Netherlands, 
for example, potatoes may be 
planted in a plot no more than 
once each three years; 
and 
no over-planting is permitted. 
Government agencies decide 
the sale price of farms and ap­ 
prove sales. Lease arrangements 
are approved by the govern-
